PLAGUE-PEEVENTION WORK. 

PLAGUE AMONG GROUND SQUIRRELS. 

During the past two months greater numbers of plague-infected 
ground squirrels have been reported than heretofore. The reason 
for this apparent increase of plague is as follows: 

During the past year the chief efforts of the service have been 
directed toward outlining definitely the area of infection. As a 
consequence the greater number of squirrels collected were in areas 
outside of the limit of infection, and few infected squirrels were 
therefore found. 

Now that the area of infection is believed to be definitely known, 
the principal efforts are being directed toward the elimination of 
known foci of infection, and greater numbers of infected squirrels 
are being found than was formerly the case. 

PLAGUE-INFECTED GROUND SQUIRRELS FOUND IN CALIFORNIA. 

During the week ended September 23 a diagnosis of plague was 
made in 3 squirrels found in Contra Costa County. The squirrels 
had been obtained as follows : 

Peoples' Water Co., 3J miles east of Stege, Rancho El Sobrante, 
Brissac tract, 3 ground squirrels — 2 on September 9 and 1 on Sep- 
tember 15, 1911. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making and maintenance of a squirrel-free 
zone around the cities of California on San Francisco Bay, 7,271 
acres of land in Alameda County and 1,225 acres in Contra Costa 
County were covered with poison during the week ended September 
23,1911. 

During the same period 2,360 acres of land in San Joaquin County 
and 1,300 acres in Stanislaus County were covered with poison for 
the purpose of eradicating plague foci.
